r [ERG IS AMPLE rraaoti to betlev* at thia tlow 
that when Pnamier Khnwhehev Mya tha Soviet 
Union propoae g aome rvdurtion in iti armed forcea 
and its defenre sp^idlnK. he means it. His farm and 
cemsumer-goods problems are obviously such as to 
demand a greater share of the Russian budget, and 
thus to require military econocniea or in the parlance 
of Mo«s)w. “peace-loving stepa.” 

The more peaceful mien ot the U.S.S.R. appar¬ 
ently resulting in large measure from this domeatk 
preoccupation and the consequent lessening of tension 
lirtween Easrand West, is not to be denied, and may 
indeed be the harbinger of permanent relaxation. But 
it would be a mistake to accept the pit^iosed Soviet 
defence cutback as proof of g^uine ieadenhtp toward 
disarmament, the guise In which Mr. Khrushchev 
seeks to clothe it for external and Internal view. 

It will be the way the money Is saved that will 
determine whether the reduction in defence outlay Is 
In fact a reduction in martial capability, and whether 
Russia is making significant cuts, indicative of a real 
desire for disarmament, is something the West may 
not be able to determine to Its satisfaction. 

Mr. Ernest Conlne In an article on this page re¬ 
cently noted the difficulties of gauging defence expen¬ 
ditures from the Soviet budget: "Funds for le se arch 
institutions and scientific education, for example, are 
rep^ed under ‘social and cultural measures*—the 
latter a $34.5 billion Item in the 1963 budget." he said. 
"Coi^ruction of a rocket test base might be tucked 
away under the $38.3 billion categoiy titled ‘financing 
the national economy.' The lame heading might in¬ 
clude Imestment In new anns factoriee, stockpiling of 
weapons and (noduction of nuclear materials." 

Thus'lhe Russian military cutback may well be 
In aectors of little or no importance In relation to the 
continuing haxard of nuclear warfare, and the Wcet 
none the wiser except through what it can learn from 
Its own intelligence surveillance. 

Mr. Khntehehev in further emphasis of hla peace- 
loving purpoee eays the Soviet Union le ready to make 
a disarmament agreement today "and if anybody in 
the West has doubts on this ecore kt him check the 
sincerity of our intentions." 

This the Western nations undoubtedly will do by 
all means at their dispMi. But the great impediment 
to agreement on a disarmament i»ogram has been 
Russian refusal to permit verification by Intenutional 
ln^ie<Rion. The proof of Soviet earnestness would be 
to take down this barrier on the road to lasting peace, 
and some move toward doing so would be mudi more 
convincing than Mr. Khrushchev's current pro¬ 
nouncements. 

Widely Afield 

CANADA'S population is now around the 20-milllon 
mark and this is a large and burgeoning country 
which can stand a steady influx of desir^k newcom¬ 
ers, in proportion to numbers which cen be aaslmltated 
into the work patterns and opportunities availabk. 

TUt country also offers a fairly wide open door 
to immigrants from various parts of the world. 

One had not thought it Imperative, however, to 
go to far afield as to send travelling teams of immi- 
gratioo (tfficials to places like Lebanon, the Middk 
East, the Pacific Islands, Central and South America, 
among other areas, or to open permanent immigra¬ 
tion offices in C^ro and Uadrtd, frwn whence new set¬ 
tlers would find adjustment to the Canadian scene of 
some diffictdty. 

But according to news dkpatchee from Ottawa a 
Btep^-up program k being geared to attisurt immi¬ 
grants in greater numbere than the expected total 
for this year of some 92,000. The aim is to return 
to the figures obtaining before 1959, when the annual 
Intake considerably exceeded 100,000. 

It is perhaps comforting to note that spedal at- 
tenttm will be paid to the traditional eouroe cl ira- 
migrants, such as Britain, France and the U.S.A. 
whoee peo|des are of the main stocks from which 
Cana^ has grown and developed in the past and 
whose cultures and ethos mabk them to fit more 
easily Into the national society. 

It is surprising, and aomewhat dkqtiietinf, to kara 
that of the Immigrants who entartd Canada batwa an 
1953 and 1962 only 40 per cent eketod tharafter to 
become Canadian citizens. 'The otheri chose appar¬ 
ently to seek a new haven without soumlng the re- 
sponalkilitks that should go with their entry, llidr 
children wrill grow up as Canadians but th^ them- 
selves fail to do their full duty to the land they have 
adopted. 

It would seem that travelling teams and ov e rse a s 
Immigration offices have a job to do to see that the 
immigrants they accept are of a type and quality to 
benefit both themselves and Canada ones they art 
brought Into the fold of the natioa 

The Little Extras

With approxlinately thre* minute* remaining to ba 
played in Hie third period of this game a sertea of inddenta 
occurred which culminated In the wont dnnnylmnk that 
the league has experienced In many year*. It was in fact 
a moat deplorable incident which was witnessed by millions 
of people on televiaion as well as those In attewlance ami 
it was over 20 minute* before play was resumed. 

Having studied the reports of the game offidali and 
of the referee-ln-chlef. Carl Voss, who was present, and 
having carefully examined the CBC kinescope of the gam* 
which provided excepttonally fine coverage of the epLvxle, 
and having afforded the team roeches and managers tha 
opporturdty of pre s enting their versions of what transpired. 

It Is possible to reconstruct the rdevant facts whkh art 
amply verified. 

As the play was proceeding toward the Toronto end 
of the rink Reg Fleming iChicago) was on right wing 
slightly In front and to the right of Ed Shack tTorontel. 
Neither was ewrylng the puck nor back^ecking. Suddenly 
Fleming lunged to hla left and speared Shack In the stomach 
with his stick and Shack (dl to the ice. 

Referee Frank Udvari promptly slgBulied a penally to 
Fleming and ordered him to go to the penally box, wrhldt 
he did. While the referee was checking on the extent of 
Shack's injury a sudden roar of the crowd called his alien- 
tion to the fact that Bob Baun (Toronto) was at tha 
penalty box gate (on-the icel trying fo Dfht with Flesning. 
Linesman Neil Armstrong was able to get between them 
artd after sonto pushing and attempted blows the otfkdals 
were able to quieten things down and Fleming was given 
a major penalty for spearing and a major for fighting with 
Baim By this time, with Fleming and Baun separated, 
several players of both learns had come on the Ice in 
•ntietpation of the resumption of play. 

Because there was less than five minute* lo play and 
aa the crowd reaction to Fleming wa* very hostile, tha 
referee ontered Fleming to hia dressing room lo prevent 
further trouble. As Fleming readied the centre 1 m spot 
accompanied by aeveral team-mates and the Uneamen, h* 
was suddenly Jostled by L^rry Hillman (Toronto), who 
had come off the Toronto bench and they started to fight. 
In aeconda every player on both teams Jumped on the ka 
—some to fight and some as peacemakers. 

Plfhta broke out all ever the ke with Murray Balfour 
(Chicago}, Fleming (Chicago), HUlman (Toronto), Carl 
Brewer (Toronto) and Ron Stewart (Toronto) being tho 
most prominent and theae players, despite the referee'* 
orders, refused to deMst, causing a very long delay before 
the game could be resumed. 

The referee then Imposed the following penalllm; 

Ha ar d ag— Two majors, a misconduct and a game mi>- 
conduct for pnalstent fighting. 

Elalfaur-One major and a gama misconduct for pre'- 
■latent fighting. 

NIaa MlfcMa One major and a misconduct for enter* 
ing the penalty box and partiolparing In the tight there. 

(lilro Makl A misconduct for interfering with the 
referee. 

Baun One major, a miaconduct and a game misconduct 
for persistent fighting. 

Ron Mewari—One major and a misconduct for per* 
■istent fighting. 

HUbnaa- One major and ■ misconduct for persistent 
fighting. 

Brewer,, who had been one of the most activ* in Ih* 
fighting, was overlooked in the referee's report to lha 
penalty timekeeper (prottably because he had p ro c eeded 
to the dressing room to replace his sweater). The referea 
reports that ha intended to impose a major and a mis- 
o^uct pmalty and as there is ample proof of conduct to 
warrant it. Brewer will be considered to have Itad thosa 
penalties imposed. 

The referee also instructed the penally timekeeper to 
record all players who left both benches (all players In uni¬ 
form except those on the ke whm riie stoppage of play 
for Fleming's penalty occurred) aa being subject to t)ia 
automatic line of $25 under rule 62<bl. 

In my opinion the penalties Imposed by the referee ara 
correct but in some Instances I do irot believe tiiat tha 
automatic pertolttes provided are adequate for the purpose 
and they are acirordingly increas^ in the following 
Instances, including the automatic penalties uiMier the rules: 

Fleming $200; Balfour $100; Baun $150; Hillman $150; 
Brewer $30. 

The automatic fines provided in the rules apply lo 
Mikita ($23). Makl >$25) and Stewart ($25). 

The automatic fine of $25 under rule 62ib> I constdir 
to be inadequate and all player* who left the benche* are 
fined $1<X). This will produre some uruivoidabie inequities 
in terms of their panidpatiwi in the ensuing brawl but 
the rule is designed to keep players from leaving their 
I benches. If they do so. it ta their own fault regardless of 
thelf Intention to be peacemakers. 

I tun satisfied that the blame for this affair is not 
confined only to the player*. The responsibility for tha 
conduct of a hockey game rests on three groups of people, 
namely the referee ana the llnesmm. of whom the referea 
1* the chief, and the managements of the (wo teams, of 
whom the coaches are the chiefs in the conduct of the 
game. 

I have viewed the film of the game and It is dear that 
it was well officiated If anything on the side of severity 
In some calls. In fact the official* had handled the main 
episode very well and there would not have been any brawl 
at all if the other players had not come off the benches. 

I There was only one Incident In the game itself whldi 
I marred, what had bewt, a well played and enjoyable spec- 
I tacle. That was a foul In which ^ack had hlgh-stlcked 
Fleming about halfway through the third period. The foul 
was called promptly by the referee and a minor pmalty waa 
Imposed and served.

In my 4>pinloii there wasi 
no real control exerrUed by 
coaches Billy Reay (Chi-

In taking this severe 
action it is hoped that this 
type of conduct will be' 
stamped out for good and 
that It will serve as an effec¬ 
tive warning to all other 
roaches and players that the 
league doe* not, ind will not. 
tolerate it. If not. more 
drastic penalties can he em¬ 
ployed.
